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HAZING NUISANCE 
TO BE WIPED OUT, 


Drastic Campaign Is Set; on 
Foot to Eradicate Bru- 
tality in the Naval 
Academy. 


GUILTY ONES MUST GO. 


Law Will Be Enforced if Every 
‘“Middy” in Annapolis Bri- 
gade Has to Be Ex- 
pelled. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.~—[{Special.}— 
Hazing at the United States naval academy 
at Annapolis will be stamped out, even if it 
is necessary to dismiss every midshipman 
in the brigade. 

This was the ultimatum of the navy de- 
partment, issued today, after a conference 
between Secretary Moody and the naval au- | 
thorities. 

Midshipmen Coffin of Nevada and Van Der- 
veer of New Jersey will be summarily dis- 
missed, the former for hazing Midshipman 
Kimbrough until he was unconscious, and 
the other for not reporting the fact. Other 
dismissals will follow, as often as midship- 
men are found guilty of hazing. 


Dismissal Is Mandatory. 

The law is mandatory and explicit. It pro- 
vides: 

“That the superintendent. of the naval 
academy shall make such rules, to be ap- 
proved by the secretary of the navy, as will 
effectually prevent the practice of hazing, 
and any cadet found guilty of participating 
in or encouraging or countenancing such 
practice shall be summarily. expelled from 
the academy and shall not théreafter be re- 
appointed to the corps of cadets or be eligi- 
ble for appointment as a commissioned offi- 
cer in the army or navy or marine corps until 
two years after the graduation of the clase 
of which he was a member.” 

If necessary, it is understood, the president 
will be appealed to to veto any bill that may 
be passed by cengress providing for the re- 
Instatement of a midshipman expelled for 
hazing. 

Three midshipmen were reinstated in the 
navy by special act of congress passed dur- 
ing the last session, after having been ex- 
pelled from the naval academy for hazing. 
They were required to stand a special exam, 
ination, but suffered no other penalty. Ad- 
miral Brownson, who was at,sthat time su- 
perintendent of the academy, refused to as- 
sent to their return to that Institution. 


Officials Are Aroused. 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Bona- 
pate are thoroughly aroused over the has- 
ing of Midshipman Kimbrough, coming as it 
did on the day that Midshipman Meriwether 
had been publicly censured for his fight, 
which resulted in the death of Midshipman 
Branch. 

On receiving the official report of the affair 
Secretary Bonaparte at once summoned Rear 
Admiral Sands, supéfintendent of the naval 
academy, to Washington. 

Tomorrow morning a conference will be 
held at which a plan of campaign will be 
decided upon. Attorney General Moody has 
been asked for a legal opinion showing just 
what steps may be taken legally toward 
eradicating the nuisance of hazing. 

Congressional investigation of the condi- 
tions at the academy already has been pro- 
posed in a resolution introduced in the house 
this afternoon by Representative Loud of 
Michigan. 


Academy Officers Aroused. 

Annapolis, Md., Dec. 14.—A searching in- 
vestigation into the hazing of Midshipman 
Kimbrough is being made by the naval acad- 
emy authorities. Commander T. P. Magru- 
der, aid to Supt. Sands, said today that it 
was the intention of the academy authori- 
ties to deal drastically with it, with a full 
determination to stamp out the custom which 
he branded as a disgrace to the academy. 

It was stated in official quarters today that 
the hazing of Kimbrough was even more 
brutal than was first supposed, more dan- 
gerous in its natural results, and more blame- 
worthy in its origin, and it was asserted that 
he was hazed because he testified, under com- 
pulsion, before the Investigating board and 
implicated some upper classmen. For this 
he was threatened by upper classmen that 
they would kill him, and he is still under that 
threat, it is said, repeated since the occur- 
rence. 

Both Midshipmen Kimbrough and Cooper, 
who are patients at the academy hospital, are 
reported as improving. Cooper, who was sud- 
denly paralyzed while at recitations, persists 
in denying that he was hazed. 


Has a Rare Disease. 


Midshipman Cooper has been examined by 
all the medical men attached to the naval 
academy, who believe that his is a case of 
miasthenia gravis, an exceedingly rare: dis- 
ease, only sixty cases of which are said to 
have been reported. It is described as a nerv- 
ous disorder during which the nerve centers 
governing certain muscles refuse to do their 
work. It is salu that overexertion may 
cause it and that one of its most peculiar 
features is that the paralysis caused by it is 
intermittent. Rest and quiet favor at least 
temporary recovery. Cooper’s family has 
been advised of his condition and tonight he 
was allowed to write to his mother. 

Dr. G. W. Van Derveer of Mount Holly, 
N. J., father of Midshipman Warren A. Van 
Derveer, arrived here today and had a 
lengthy interview with the superintend- 
ent, during which he earnestly protested 
against the dismissal of his son. After the 
Van Derveer left for Wash- 
ington to present a protest, as he said, to 
Secretary Bonaparte. 


Van Derveer Has an Alibi. 

Mount Holly, N. J., Dec. 14.—Midshipman 
Warren A. Van Derveer, in a letter to his 
parents, received here today, states that he 
was not on duty Tuesday night at the time 
the hazing occurred at the Annapolis Nava! 
academy, for which his dismissal has been 
recommended. He says: 

“The hazing didn’t take place while .I was 
on duty and I didn’t know a thing about it. 
The worst I thought they could do to me 


‘was to report me and give me fifty demer- 


its. But they have gone abead and recom- 
mended me for dismissal.”’

8. The whole principle of lifting one’s self by 
one’s bootstraps is fraught with great danger to 


the sane majority which still remains on earth. 


’'Tis the Street’s Opportunity. 

Therefore, this is an apportunity for the 
street and the system once for all todo me up 
and get me off their trail. 

During more than thirty-six years’ activ- 
ity In stocks I have held my own. I deliber- 
ately went into the present contest believing 
the time had come to demonstrate to the 
people of America and the investors of 
Europe that the Wall street structure is one 
of chicanery and ffaud, and that if it were to 
be kept up in the future as in the past it 
would be the ruin of our country, 

While demonstrating this fact to the peo- 
ple by my writings, I believed practical illus- 
trations would bring home to them more 
quickly and more vividly the force and truth 
of my statements.

STORIES “IDIOTIC LIES.” 


im Sensational 
Denies 


German “Chancellor, 
Speech in the Reichstag, 
That the Emperor Is a ‘“‘Disturber”’ 
—Says for Eighteen Years He Has 
Stood Ags@&ist War — Alleged En- 
mity Between Great Britain and the 
Fatherland a Libel on Truth. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
BERLIN, Dec. 14.—Chancellor von Btllow, 
speaking in the reichstag today, again de- 
fended the kaiser’s government against the 
accusations that it is hostile to Great Britain 

and a disturber of the peace of the world. 
The speech was in reply to Herr Bebel, the 
social democratic leader, who had declared 
increase in the German 


Britain, and that the increase in the fleets 
of all countries is in response to Germany's 
aggressive lead. 

Herr Bebel further declared that if Prince 
Bismarck had been chancellor the kaiser 
would not have gone to Morocco or if he had 
Prince Bismarck would have resigned. 


Kaiser a Man of Peace. 
Chancellor von Btilow retorted, accusing 
the social democrats of stirring up mistrust 
between Germany and Gréat Britain. He de- 
clared that he had denied a hundred times 
the silly assumption that Germany cherished 
aggressive schemes against Great Britain. 


| The Vorwaerts, the organ of the social demo- 
 @rats, had said that Germany was about to 
| declare war againgt Great Britain at 


the 
end of 1904. It was a lie. It Was also a lie 
that the German fleet had been mobilized. 
It was to these nonsensical statements, saic 
prince von Billow, that the whole excitement 
could be traced. It had been asserted, too, 
that a violent collision had occurred between 
the kaiser and King Edward. That, declared 
the chancellor, was an idiotic lie. It was 
abominable, he said, to represent the kaiser, 
who for eighteen years had given so many 
proofs of his ..onest love for peace, as a dis- 
turber of the peace. 

The chancellor quoted a newspaper article 
in which it said Germany wanted nothing for 
her Own development, except the same 
amount of elbow room as other people en- 
joyed. The kaiser wrote on the margin of the 
article, *“‘ Quite right.” He said the same 
thing today to the king of Denmark. 


Germany’s Only Policy. 

The chancellor added: ‘* Our policy is to 
demand the same consideration in matters of 
commerce, industry, and navigation as all 
other countries. We do not wish to attack 
anybody, but we wish to be strong enough 
to repulse every attack from abroad with 
honor.” 

He hotly denounced the social democrats 
for causing ill feeling between Great Britain 
and Germany, whose paths actually ran par- 
allel. They were acting, he declared, exactly 
contrary to their own country’s interests. 
The French revanche politicians, he said, 
were building hopes upon the German social 
democrats, who, if they attained their aims, 


_ would make Germany the cotkpit of foreign 


rapacity. Then, turning to the social demo- 
cratic benches, he said menacingly: 

‘* Don’t go from words to deeds, or you 
will see what will follow.” 

The chancellor's speech incensed the social 
democrats and drew forth angry, uproarious 


' protests from them, while the rest of the 
' house laughed elatedly.

As he leaned over a screw in the pulley block 
caught his sleeve and the next moment he 
was entangled in the belt. 

The workmen who were assisting him 
expected to see his body crushed between 
the shaft and the ceiling, but to their amaze- 
ment they saw instead the athlete turn half 
way round in the air and, instead of clutch- 
ing the belt, swing his body against the 
wall. The quick witted act saved his life, 
for it not only threw his weight of 235 pounds 
upon his clothes, but it also gave him the 
chance to brace himself when the belt car- 
ried him to the wall. Had he been carried 
head foremost he would have been crushed 
instantly. 

His clothes already torn by the weight upon 
them while he had been carried through tne 
air, were torn loose by the leverage he ex- 
erted against the wail and allowed Cay- 
anaugh to fall, almost naked, to the ground.

JEWESS HERE AS REFUGEE 


WOMAN TELLS OF THE HORRORS 
« OF RUSSIAN MASSACRES. 


Mrs. Johanna Stein Reaches Chicago 
from Csar’s Land—Describes Slay~- 
ing of Kindred by Soldiers, of See- 
ing Children Thrown from High 
Windows—Says Aged Men Are the 
First Victims of Rioters—She Es- 
caped Mob by Hiding in Attte. 


Her hair prematurely gray, her face lined 
with suffering, Mrs. Johanna Stein, a Rus- 
sian refugee, reached the city yesterday 
afternoon. She and her two children went 
unscathed through the horrors ofa massacre 
Nov. 1 at Kremenzug, near Odessa. One 
hundred and fifty Jews were killed andmany 
more wounded, 

Mrs. Stein ani her c!fidrer. were h'dd-n 
for hours under a feather bed in an attic, 
while the rioters went through their quar- 
ter of the city, pillaging, slaying, burning, 
and ravishing. 

While Mr-. Stein was telling her story at 
the home her husbani hes prepared for her 
at 524 South Union street, the Hebrew Emi- 
grant Aid society was organized at Columbia 
hall, Twelfth and Halsted streets. There 
was $3,500 raised for the assistance of needy 
Jewish emigrants from Russia. It was an- 
nounced that the first of 50,000 Jewish refu- 
gees would arrive in Chicago and other parts 
of the west next week. 


Woman Ages Under Strain. 

Mrs. Stein is 80 years old, an@except for 
her distressed appearance would be a comely 
woman. Her son and daughter, who accom- 
panied her, are 7 and 5 years old, respect- 
ively. Her husband is Joseph Stein, ‘ who 
came to Chicago six months ago. He is a 
bricklayer, ‘belongs to the union, and makes 
$isaday. Thegreatest wage he ever received 
in Russia was $1 a day. 

“Tt all seems a horrible dream,"’ said Mrs. 
Stein, through an interpreter. ‘“‘ When I re- 
ceived my husband's letter containing our 
passage money to America I was filled with 
joy. Every day we expected to be killed. 
Kremenzug has 70,000 people. Most of them 
are Jews, but they are not allowed to pro- 
tect themselves. They are at the mercy of 
the police and the rabble. 

* There is a bund that is composed of Rus- 
sians and Jews. It is a revolutionary soci- 
ety and it is supposed to protect the poorer 
class‘of Jews, but it does not. When the 
proclamation of Russian freedom came 
there was great rejoicing among the Jews; 
A meeting was called of the bund at the 
town hall. The Jews were told to attend 
or they would be killed. 


Police Arrange for Massacre. 


“Inflammatory speeches were made at the 
town hall meeting on Nov, 1. The next day 
we learned that the chief of police had se- 
cretly arranged for a massacre of the Jews 
by the ‘ Black hundred,’ composed of the 
rabble. 

“The next day the massacre began. The 
Guervitz general store and Dalmkopf & 
Kaplan’s. jewelry store in Pavlosky street, 
where we lived, were broken open and pil- 
laged. This was the beginning. 

“The rioters were mad with vodka. They 
ran about singing and shouting and firing 
their revolvers. They smashed the windows 
with stones. Then they entered the houses 
and threw out furgiture and breaking the 


windows. 
Women Are Tortured. 

“Women had their clothing torn from 
them. Some of them were strung up by the 
wrists and whipped. Little children were 
thrown from the upper windows on the 
bayonets and swords of the ‘‘rutes below. 
The hair and beards were tor: {rom old men. 
Many men stabbed their wives and their 
daughters so they would not fall into the 
hands of the devils. Then the men threw 
themselves on the swords of the rioters. 
Those of them who were armed sold their 
lives dearly. 

‘*T and my two children hid tn the attic of 
our home under a feather be.. ..e could 
hear the screams for help all around us and 
could sée the reflection of the fire. We were 
saved, how I do not know. ‘The fiends were 
too busy to climb into the attic, perhaps.”’ 

Four days later, Mrs. Stein and her children 
started for Chicago.

Packers to Introduce Commis- 


sioner’s Data, Supporting 
Immunity Plea. 


ACCEPT 8 VENIREMEN. 


Attorneys Jangle Some, but Make 
Progress in Beef Trust 
Preliminaries.

All date secured by Commissioner James 
R. Garfield tn a year’s investigation of the 
packing industry will be submitted to the 
jury in United States Judge Humphrey's 
court. The packers themselves Wil Intreguce 
Mr. Garfield's report. 

This was made known yesterday in the ex- 
amination of veniremen to secure a jury to 
consider the immunity pleas made by the 
packers. This is a preliminary 
to aged trial for conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. - 

The manner in which Mr. Garfield collected 
his data, supposed to contain evidence of an 
illegal combination, forms the basis of the 
pacxers’ plea for immunity from prosecu- 


tion under a federal statuté. | 


When, several months ago, the packers first 
heard that the evidence that Comfhissioner 
Garfield had secured for the bureau of cor- 
porations was to be turned over to the gov- 
ernment attorneys who were prosecuting 
them for violation of the anti-trust and in- 
terstate commerce act, they were indignant. 
The chief report consists of 1,100 typewritten 
pages, and never has been made public in 
its entirety. 


Subpeenas Out for Reports. 

Attorneys for the packers and Commission- 
er Garfield admitted last evehing that sub- 
peenas duces tecum had issued for all the 
data. Mr. Garfield has the Page A ed 
suit case, and they are vigilantly 
by government agents. 

“We intend to introduce. this evidence,” 
said Attorney George W. Brown, represent- 
ing the packers, “ to prove our case. We will 
show that information was given to Com- 
missioner Garfield freely, and that it was 
furnished upon the promise of immunity 
from future prosecution.” 

“ Are you not apprehensive that the evi- 
Gence will be used to the prejudice of the 
packers in the subsequent conspiracy trial?’ 
Mr. Brown was asked. 

* We'll take our chances on that,”’ was the 
confident réply.

Mr. Mor- 
rison was said to have concealed the fact that 
Samuel J. Haight, one of the two talesmen 
accepted by the packers, was a brother-in- 
law of the late A. J. Hoffman, foreman of the 
grand jury that indicted the packers. It had 
been admitted by Mr. Morrison, the day. be- 
fore, that Mr. Haight had been employed az 
priyate secretary by Mr. Morrison's brother- 
in-law. 

Detectives employed by the packers learned 
that there was a further objection to the ac- 
Mr. 
Haight denied that he ever had talked of the 
case with his brother-in-law. 

There was a stiff wrangle between Attor- 
neys Morrison and Hynes when the latter 
challenged Haight peremptorily, the district 
attorney contending that right could not be 
exercised after a juror had been accepted. 

*’ Mr. Morrison,’’ said Mr. Hynes, “ knew 
the relationship between this venireman and 
the foreman of the grand jury that returned 
the. indictments."’ 

Judge Hymphrey allowed the challenge. 
Mr. Morrison said he had not learned until a 
few hours before, when he called up Metidota 
by telephone, thateHaight was related to 
Hoffman. .

client of Mr. Morrison, but attorneys for 
the packers did not take any especial! excep- 
tion to it. Mr. Mundie is a director of the 
First National bank of his town, is in the 
manufacturing business, has stock in a local 
telephone company, and has shipped cattle 
and hogs,gto Chicago packers. 

** Have u any acquaintance with any of 
the attorneys in this case?’’ asked Mr. Mor- 
rison, who appeared to have forgotten the 
circumstance.

“With yourself. I consulted you once on 
a legal mnatter when you were in Dixon.”

People’s Company to Permit 
Only Verification of Its 
Figures. 


Roger C. Sullivan made a statement to the 
eounci! committee on gas yesterday which 
aroused considerable comment and set all 
the advocates of immediate municipal owner- 
ship to wondering whether his figures were 
correct. Mr. Sullivan said he could prove 
them to be. 

“It costs more,” said he, ‘“ for the city of 
Chicago to distribute water than it does for 
the gas companies to distribute gas. The 
element of manufacture does not enter here, 
@s the water is manufactured for the city 
free. We have to make our own gas.”’ 

The matter came up in the discussion over 
the question as to what information the com- 
panies were to furnish the committees under 
the agreement of last Saturday that the 
corporations were to open their books to the 
inspection of a certified accountant to be em- 
‘ployed by the municipality. 

Chairman Young of the committee said his 
understanding was that the companies were 
to make a detailed report as to the various 
items in the manufacture and distribution 
of gas. James F. Meagher, for the People’s 
company, replied that what he had meant 
was that the accountant should examine the 
company’s books to see whether his state- 
ment that the cost of manufacture and dis- 
tribution in Chicago, outside of dividends, 
interest, and depreciation charges, was/53.53 
cents a 1,000 cubic feet was correct. 


_ Accountant to Verify Figures.

MAYOR DUNNE SEEMINGLY FOR- 
GETS HINT OF COMMITTEE. 


Invited to Explain to ' (fTwenty-first 
Ward Democratic Club His Attitade 
Toward Self-Appointed Distributer 
of City Patronage, He, Inadvertent- 
ly Perhaps, Devotes His Entire 


nicipal Ownership. 


Municipal ownership microbes infected a 
meeting of the Twenty-first Ward Demo- 
cratic club at the North Side Turner hall 
last evening to such an extent taat what 
Was supposed to be a gentle hint to Mayor 
Dunne was forgotten. It had been suggested 
to him in a quiet way that the meeting would 
furnish an excellent opportunity for him to 
explain his attitude toward a certain self- 
appointed distributer of patronage—one Rob- 
ert Emmet Burke—but only words of trac- 
tion, gas, telephone, electric light, and water 
fell from the lips of the mayor. 

H. R. Bagle, president of the club, spoke of 
the necessity of choosing in the spring alder- 
manic elections a man who would live up to 
his pledges and support the mayor. He an- 
nounced also that the precinct captains 
would meet next Sunday at the Sidway hotel, 
ward headquarters, to choose ‘* block cap- 
tains,’’ one for each block tn the ward. 


Dunne Talks of Traction Fight. 
Mayor Dunne said he was pleased to accept 
the club’s invitation to “‘ take a smoke and 
have a chat,” and that he believed it a token 
of its support of his policy. 

Almost at once he turned to the question of 
municipal ownership, and declared he had 
expected opposition to his plans, as the re- 
tirement of the street railway, gas, electric 
light, dnd other stocks from the market 
meant the elimination of $200,000,000 worth of 
securities from the manipulations of the capi- 
taliste. He further deduced the conclusion 
that if municipal ownership were successful 
in Chicago it would sweep throughout the 
country and would mean the retirément of 
$8,000,000,000 worth of securities from the 
stock market, so that he expected the opposi- 
tion of the capitalists. 

‘* I was prepared for the opposition from the 
front,”’ he said, “‘ but not for the opposition 
from the rear. I had hoped that the thirty- 
two democratic votes in the council would 
be thirty-two municipal ownership votes, but 
now we find that we can muster but sixteen.” 

May Reprimand Ald. Reese. 

In response to a question from one of the 
audience Chairman Dagle said the officers of 
the club are considering the plan of repri- 
manding Ald. Otto Reese, whom they elected 
last spring, for opposing the platform on 
which he was elected.

Florence 
Dreyer, daughter of the banker, is awaiting 
only the release of her father im order to 
marry Willianmy Bucher, district superintend- 
ent of the Pullman company at New Or- 
leans. 

The story, which was denied on all counts 
by Miss Dreyer at her residence; 468 Garfield 
avenue, last night, probably developed from 
the fact that State Representative Wilfrid 
Arnold of Galesburg appeared yesterday be- 
fore the board of pardons at Joliet in behalf 
of Dreyer’s plea. Mr. Arnold is an old friend 
of Mr. Bucher. He likewise denied the story. 

* There is absolutely no truth in the whole 
story,’’ said Mise Dreyer. “‘I am not en- 
gaged to Mr. Bucher, nor have! ever been.” 


Friends Seek Banker's Release. 


Every effort is being made to secure the 
release of the banker within the next week 
in order that he-can spend Christmas with 
his family. A delegation of his friends 
headeG by Col. E. G. Halle and Francis Lack- 
ner appeared before the board of pardons 
at Joliet, and made an earnest argument in 
favor of the’grant of a parole. Commission- 
ers Russell and Eckhart held the hearing. 

“Dreyer has more than paid the penalty,’’ 
Col. Halle told the board. “ Hehas spent 
three years in the penitentiary, and four 
years before that in the county jail. What 
is the use of piling up the punishment? His 
strength is failing, and release alone can 
save his health.”’ 


Arnold Makes a Plea. 


After the Chicago delegation had presented 
arguments, Representative Arnold made an 
impassioned plea for the prisoner’s parole. 
He represented that Dreyer had made good 
all the money misappropriated from the 
west park funds, and declared that Dreyer 
if released on parole or pardoned would be 
an exemplary citizen. He présented a sheaf 
of letters from numerous Chicago business 
men expressing similar opinions. 

The board took the case under advisement 
and will report its reeommendations to Gov. 
Deneen next week.

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WEIGHT TO RULE GAME. 


SOUTH PARK BOARD TO MATCH 
FOOTBALL TEAMS OF SAME SIZE. 


Edward B. Degroot, Athletic Director 
for the Commission, Begins Work 
of Reform—Declares He Will Not 
Emcroach on Preserves of Walter 
Camp — Will Supervise All Games 
Played on Gridirons and Will Fix 
Schedule for Elevens. 


Edward B. Degroot, athletic director of the 
south side .parks, will begin immeddately his 
work of revising, the rules of loca) football, 
which task naively was handed over to him 
at a meeting of the South Park commission- 
érs Wednesday. Mr. Degroot is an expert in 
football pedagogy, having been graduated 
from the physical training department of 
Harvard university, and Walter Camp will 
not be consulted in the overhauling of the 
rules which is to take place. 

The need of “ eliminating brutality ’’ from 
the game is urged by the commissioners, and 
to Mr. Degroot is delegated the work of de- 
vising changes which will make injuries and 
fatalities less imminent. He will bring the 
nine gridirons of the south si@e parkg di- 
rectly under the control of the park athletic 
directors, and every game scheduled will be 
under the supervision of competent officials 
passed upon by the park authorities. 


‘Will Match Teams by Weight. 

“Of course we can’t encroach on the 
preserves of Walter Camp andthe other 
sponsors of football who are supposed to pass 
upon proposed changes in the rules,’’ said 
Mr. Degroot yesterday, ‘‘ but we cam bring 
all our influence to bear in bringing about 
changes and can accomplish much.” We can 
make no arbitrary or sweeping reforms, but 
we will try to induce the different teams to 
play under rules which we will suggest. One 
of the changes most needed is an arrange- 
ment by which teams of equal weight will 
be pitted against each other. A large num- 
ber of the injuries resulting from football 
are received in games where one team out- 
weighs the other. 


Praise Project to Reform Game. 


“The park commissioners have done well 
to recommend changes in the game as it is

Crowds 
gather at the games and surge over the field, 
contributing much to the rowdy spirit and 
often causing disorder amounting almost to 
riots. With proper supervision, this will be 


eliminated.” 


OBITUARY. 


GEN. HERMAN HAUPT, 4 veteran of the 
civil war and a noted railroad man and en~ 
gineer, and the oldest graduate of West 
Point, died suddenly yesterday on a Penn- 
sylvania railroad train between Jersey City 
and Newark, aged 88 years. He wasetricken 
with heart disease while conversing with his 
son, Louis M. Haupt. The two men were 
going to Washington, the general's former 
home. Gen. Haupt was born in Philadelphia 
in 1817. He was appointed a cadet at large 
at West Point by President Jackson. From 
1844 to 1847 he was professor of civil engi- 
neering in the old Pennsylvania coilege. 
Later he became a director and chief engineer 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, which system 
he practically built. He was also chief en- 
gineer and contractor of the Hoosac tunnel, 
and built the tidewater pipe line. During the 
civil war he had entire charge of all the millf- 
tary railroads of the federal government and 
was a brigadier general. 

ADOLPH BORGMEIER, one of the found- 
ers of the Johnson Chair company and its 
treasurer, died yesterday morning at his 
residence, 700 North Hoyne avenue, after a 
short filness. He was born in Germany in

THE PROHIBITION TOWN. 


Real Liquor Served at Banquet of the 
Oaks Club, Given Honor of 
Judge 0. N. Carter, Causes a Hur~ 
ried Investigation, and Residents 
Are Grieved—News Leaks Out in @ 
Warm Discussion Following Guest’s 
Criticism of Automobile Speeding. 


The staid prohibition town of Austin has 
received a shock. The sound of. cocktail 
glasses clinking together has been heard in 
the center of the temperance village, and its 
citizens have forgotten other topics of con- 
vergation in the discussion of this lament- 
able event. It all occurred at the Oaks club 
banquet, which was given in honor,of Judge 
O. N. Carter at the clubrooms last Satur- 
day evening. At each plate was a real Man- 
hattan cocktail, something umheard of before 
within the walls of the clubhouse. After 
the banquet many of the glasses were empty. 


The fact that liquor was served ata dinner | 


of the most prominent society in the suburb 
probably would have escaped notice had not 
Judge Carter in his speech to the members 
scored automobilists who evade the autocar 
laws. Among those present were several 
members of the Chicago Automobile club, 
and they offered a friendly protest to Judge 
Carter. In the discussion which followed 
the arguments over Judge Carter’s remarks 
the news inadvertently slipped out that 
liquor had been served during the banquet. 


Investigation Hurriedly Started. 


@Gome one suggested that the laws of the 
organization had been violated, and an inves- 
tigation was started, It developed that Hen- 
ry Austin Sr., who founded Austip asa pro- 
hibition village, gave to the Oaks club the 
property on which the clubhouse is built 
with the exprese provision in the deed that no 
liquor was to be sold on the premises, Italso 
was said that his wish was that no liquor be 
brought into the house. 

The climax was reached Saturday night 
when cocktails were added to the menu to top 
off the punch in the bowl in an adjoining 
room. It is said that those who desired used 
the cocktails when a toast-to Judge Carter 
was offered. President Harry W. Gardner of 
the Oaks club denied that the serving of 
Mquor caused any adverse criticism. 


Grieves Over Cocktafi Story. 
Henry W. Austin Jr. of Oak Park ex- 
pressed regret that the cocktails had been 


served. 

‘IT have no interest in the property of the 
club, and have not been a member of it tor 
years, but I will say this much, that if they 
served cocktails at the club I am sorry. It 
grieves me to hear of it, because they all are 
fine men, and I would dislike to see them 


criticised.”

In brief letters, without a word of explana- 
tion, the governor demanded the resignation 
of the three icine of the metropolitan 
police board of Hammond. Mr. Hanly wrote 
as follows to each of the men: 

‘I have the honor to request your im- 
mediate resignation asa member of the board 
of metropolitan police commissioners of the 


city of Hammond” | 

The members of the board are Thomas 
Hammond, president of the Commercial 
bank; William Pepperdine, a contractor, and 
H. M. Bicknell, a merchant. Mr. Bicknell 
and Mr. Hammond sent their resignations 
post haste to the governor. Mr. Pepperdine, 
it Is expected, will send his today. 


Anonymous Letter Starts It. 

In the absence of explanations from Gov. 
Hanly, the people of Hammond were left 
to draw their own conclusions as tothe cause 
of his order. It was recalled that some time 
ago Mr. Hanly sent to the police board a 
letter which he had received anonymously 
It told of open violations of the Sunday clos- 
ing, gambling, slot machine, and other laws, 
and requested that an investigation be made. 

The board gave out some mild instructions 
that the police be more strict in. hunting 
down violators ané bringing them to punish- 
ment. A second letter reached the governor 
and was transmitted by him to the Hammond 
commissioners. It repeated the charges. It 
told of Hammonéd being “ wide open,” with 
everything permitted and the police either 
asleep or conniving at the infractions. Mr. 
Bicknell, president of the board, replied that 
no effort to enforce the law was being spared 
He said the charges were exaggerated. 

Gov. Hanly has a way of having personal 
investigations made for him by some trusted 
detective. He has acquired the information 
on which he has acted in other cities in this 
way, and Hammond people believe he fol- 
lowed the same course in their city. No one 
knew of such a detective. But the curtness 
of the governor’s letter is taken as evidence 
that he felt he had a good case. 


Well Supplied with Saloons. 

The situation in Hammond is not matched, 
perhaps, elsewhere in the state of Indiana. 
The city has a population of 18,000 and !t 
covers twenty square miles of territory. 
Within this area there are 125 saloons. It 
is a community of wageworkers and there is 
a large percentage of foreign born. The sa- 
loons pay a license of $100 a year to the city 
and another $100 to the county. They donot 
appear to be weighed down by this double 
fee. 

It may be added that the force under the 
control of the “ metropolitan board’ num- 
bers twelve mem Six are on teed days and 
six at night. 

“tT have tried to do my duty,” Mr. Bicknell 
said last evening. “ But it is a*tthankless 
job. You are blamed if you do and blamed 
if you don’t. In such a cosmopolitan city as 
Hammond it is impossible to learn of every 
infraction of the law.”’ 

When asked for specific reasons for his 
act in Indianapolis Gov. Hanly declined to 
discuss the matter; Reports from his office 
were that the business men of: Hammond 
were tired of the ‘‘ half hearted and irregu- 
lar’’ attempts to enforce the law. The new 
board has net been named, officially.

‘It seemed as if he fell against the house 
when he came into the yard,”’ said the girl. 

A few minutes later the young man entered 
the yard and found his father lying on the 
ground, apparently dying. Dr. J. F. A 
Deutsch was called, and Brella was taken to 
the Alexian Brothers’ hospital, where he 
died five hours later without recovering con- 
sciousness. 

One theory was that the rivals -of young 
Brella mistook the father for him and way- 
laid him.

Reform Lies with Individual. 

“I am not a believer in the wholesale idea 
of reforms,” said the speaker. “It seems 
to me that after all we have seen and learned 
of the great reformers of all ages, nothing 
oan be gained from the promulgation of the 
wholesale schemes for the betterment of the 
world. Every man its important to himself 
and reform lies with individual effort and 
with the individual. 

“The desire for immortality is dying out, 
and our desire now is to live pleasantly 
while we live. People today are eager for 
luxuries. Nor is it surprising that people 
are frantic to enjoy life. The thought of 
the individual reverts always to the ques- 
tion, ‘Where do I oome in?’ If he is at all 
unselfigh he will ask sometimes, ‘ Where 
do my friends come in?’ These two ideas 
are the root of the matter’for the modern 


man.’ 

“ Considering the signs of the times it is 
probable that ninety-nine persons out of a 
hundred, if asked what they wanted, would 
say ‘a little more money’ or ‘a redistribu- 
tion of wealth.’ Poverty has come to be re- 
garded not only as an evil but as a disgrace. 
We no longer consider that poverty is a 
blessing as the saints of olden times used to 
do. When we say that ‘ everything is for the 
best’ we always regard ‘ best’ aga relative 
term. It ig much better, however, to se 
things in a rosy light as an idealist would 
see them. Even the world has a conscience.”’ 


Studies Three Men’s Characters. 

Mra. Craigie pictured vividly the lives of 
the three reformers in her lecture and told 
of their principles and their ideals. Cleverly 
she picked out their flaws and their finer 
qualities. At times her manner of explain- 
ing the doctrines of Loyola and Wesley bor- 
dered on the satirical, but withal she empha- 
sized their nobler characteristics. 

She mentioned Tolstol as the greatest figure 
in Europe today, but remarked that it was 
strange he should be arrayed so bitterly 
against wealth. She compared him with 
Maxime Gorky, who is “‘ satisfied with life as 
he sees it.”” Mrs Craigie called Tolstol “a 
disillusioned man.’’

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parish will be administered hereafter by a 
board of trustees composed of five caeenie 
and tle priest of the parish, who shall ba 
chairman of the board. Under this arrange- 
ment the church gives official recognition to 
the lay members and does away with the old 
policy which placed the entire burden of 
temporal and spiritual administration upon 
the priests of the parishes. 

The enactment extending more power to 
lay members is a part of Archbishop Quig- 
ley’s aggressive policy and follows closely 
the recommendations made by the third 
plenary council of Baltimore. 

Details of the Plan. 

The new plan provides that the priest of 
every parish shall propose five laymen from 
his congregation in January of each year 
and submit their names to the archbishop. 
From the five laymen so proposed the arch- 
bishop appoints two as members of the parish 
board of trustees. 

The other three lay members shall be elect- 
ed by the members of the congregation and 
the priest shall be ex-officio member and 
chairman of the board. One year will be 
the term of office of members of the board, 
but the two members appointed by the arch- 
bishop may be removed by him at hie pleas- 
ure. 

All expenditures of $200 or more must have 
the sanction of the board of trustees and 
the priests must make an accounting to the 
board of all financial receipts and church 
funds. In addition, an annual report of re- 
ceipts and expenditures of every parish must 
be made to the chancellor of the archdiocese. 


Salaries of Priests Fixed. 

Another important action was the fixing 
of salaries for priests of first clage parishes 
at $1,000 a year. With this he ig ex- 
pected to maintain himseif and his house. 
The salary of priests of second class parishes 
was fixed at $800 a year and that of curates 
or assistant priests at $400 a year. 

For the support of aged and infirm priests 
the synod provided for an annual assessment 
on the clergy of $10, to be paid before Feb.

The secret 
of electricity hy diréct process may at any 
moment be discovered by some of the 
~ 900,000 scientists in all parts of the world 
who are investigating electrical phenomena. 
| — power houses will be built at the 
~ mouths of mines, and instead of coal being 
‘transported to places where power is needed 
power will becreated where coal is found 
and conveyed wherever it is required, how- 
ever distant, by wire.

"Like all great scientists, the “ wizard of 
Mento park” is a dreamer. Many of his 
dreams come true. In-view of the remark- 
able developments in the application of 
electricity ‘within the last quarter century 
it does not seem improbable that his latest 
dream will be frozen-in fact. 

‘The gigantic improvement: he predicts 
would more or less. directly affect every 
industry ‘and individual. Railroads would 
be at once hurt and helped. The Joss of their 
~ present large receipts for the transportation 
of coal would make a big hole in their reve- 


4 ‘ ‘tues; but they could partially pr wholly off- 


get the loss b} electrifying their lines and 
thus reducing the cost of their power. 
_ While the effects upon the transportation 
business would be mixed the results so far 
as other industries were concerned would be 
wholly advantageous. A reduction of one- 
third in the cost of power svould enable 
Menufacturers to mdke their goods more 
cheaply. Diminished cost of production 
. ‘would mean higher profits for the capitalist, 
higher wages for the workers, or lower prices 
for consymers. Probably it would mean all 
three, the benefits being divided between 
the classes. The aggregate gain to society 
as a whole would be something enormous. 

It is to be hoped that when the secret of 
electricity by direct process is revealed the 
discovery will be made by an American. 
This would add a great achievement to the 
already -long list of the triumphs of Amer- 
jean genius in the field of applied science 
and would give American manufacturers an 
immense advantage over their foreign com- 
petitors. Getting their power a third cheap- 
er than their rivals they could easily hold 
the home market against them and at the 
Same time drive them out of the markets 
of the world. It could not then be pre- 
‘tended that either protective tariffs or any 
other forms of government aid were neces- 
sary to promote the development of Amer- 
ican industry. 

Mr. Edfson holds out a pleasing prospect, 
He and other American scientists should 
‘make haste to turn it into a pleasing reality. 


FRANEKING ABUSES. 

The deficit of the postoffice department 
for the fiscal year 1905, according to Post- 
master General Cortelyou’s annual report, 
was $14,572,584. The postoffices of other 
civilized countries are self-supporting. That 
of England earns a profit. The chronic 
shortage in the postal accounts of the 
United States is commonly taken to indi- 
cate bad management.. Doubtless it does, 
but it is a mistake to lay all the blame 
_ mpon the postoffice department. Other 
-. branches of the government are at fault. 
Under existing laws members of congress 
and the various executive departments are

RESCUE ‘BY WIRELESS. 

The rescue of the crew of the Nantucket 
shoals lighftship shortly before the ship went 
down is the first of the triumphs of wire- 
less telegraphy in time of peace. The utility 
of the wireless system in time of war has 
been fully demonstrated, but in peace it has 
been little more than a toy. Messages have 
been sent to and from the Atlantic liners, 
arranging business affairs or conveying gos- 
sip or the sensation of the day, but there 
have probably been few messages sent thus 
which might not have awaited arrival in 
port. In one case a prominent man was 
interviewed at sea, but owing to delay in 
transmission after the message reached the 
wires there was no great gain in time. 

But when relief lightship No. 58 sprung 
a leak the lives of the crew depended upon 
the use of the wireless system to summon 
relief. When the call came through the 
air, telling of their need, it was a dramatic 
moment already foreshadowed in fiction. It 
was more than dramatic. It marked an 
epoch in navigation, for it proved the pos- 
sibility of removing one of the terrors of the 
sea. Ships have been wrecked or burned 
with loss of life when help was within reach 
if it only could have been summoned. This 
need not be the case any longer. To be out 
of sight of everything but the sea and the 
sky and yet to be in constant communica- 
tion with the land and with other ships is a 
condition hard for old sailors to grasp, but 
first competition and afterwards perhaps 
the law will require ship owners to equip 
their vessels with the wireless apparatus, 
A ship in danger has an opportunity to make 
its peril known, when otherwise there might 
be only another mystery of the sea. 

Wireless telegraphy in rescue work has 
found a powerful ally, if present hopes are 
fulfilled. The same week that saw Ahe 
rescue of the crew of relief lightgMip No. 58 
by help sent more than forty mffes saw also 
the first passage of the ocean by a turbine 
liner. If this system of propulsion prove 
to be all that it is claimed to be a great in- 
crease of speed of steamships will soon be 
possible. A vessel in distress not only will 
be able to’tell its need but will find the 
radius of the circle within which help must 
be procured enlarged in proportion to the 
increased speed of the rescuing steamship. 
Chances of danger will diminish with the 
diminution of the time required td cross the 
ocean. Combining all these factors, the 
result is a progress in safeguarding the lives 
of those who travel by sea, which makes 
the year a memorable one. 


THE FAMINE TRAGEDY. 

Russia is a stage on which innumerable 
tragedies are being played. There are many 
of which the outside world knows nothing. 
There are some of which it catches octa- 
sional brief and distressful glimpses when 
the telegraph is momentarily in working or- 
der, or when some refugee tells his tale of 
suffering and wrong. 

A recent dispatch from St. Petersburg 
makes brief mention of one of the great 
Russian tragedies of this year. It says that 


_ the distress from famine in the five provinces 


where the crops have failed is becoming 
acute, and that conditions are exceptionally 
bad in the province of Orel, in the eastern 
central part of the empire. The marshals 
of the nobility in the province have requested 
that'a special appeal for relief be made to 
the charity and humanity of Americans. 
They have heard that the harvests were 
good this year, and they remember that in 
1891, when Russia was afflicted with fam- 
ine, a shipload of wheat and corn was sent 
by Americans to feed the starving’ ones. 

The situation today is worse in many re- 
spects than it was fourteen years ago. -Then 
the government was able to do much 
towards giving relief. Now it is fighting for 
its life. It is putting down mutinies among 
soldiers.and sailors. The city workingmen 
are organizing against it, and the peasants 
are in a state of half revolt. In addition to 
that the railroad systems are demoralized. 
It is feared that next month there will be 
another general strike of railroad employés. 
If there should be one the shipment of pro- 
visions to the famine stricken districts will 
be no easy task. 

The revolutionists who are laboring to un- 
dermine and overthrow the government 
must know that they are making it difficult, 
if not impossible, for it to relieve the starv- 
ing peasants. Possibly they reason that it 
is better that some should starve than that 
the struggle to secure “liberty and equal- 
ity” for all should be temporarily aban- 
doned. The revolutionists will let nothing 
divert them from their purpose. 

There is an alarming condition of strife 
or disorder in nearly all the agricultural 
districts. The peasants are refusing to pay 
taxes and resisting attempts to enforce their 
collection. Agrarian outrages continue. 
Unless order can be restored soon there is 
reason to fear that agricultural distress 
throughout the empire will be more acute a 
year hence than it is now. There is danger 
that chaos will prevail and industry be para- 
lyzed in many provinces. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE SECRETARY. 


The position of secretary of the city civil 
service commission has been vacant for 
several months. The law places upon the 
commission itself the duty of filliwg this 
position and does not require a competitive 
examination. The commission has the pow- 
er, therefore, of immediate appointment. 

The position is an exceedingly important 
one: The secretary is the “ chief examiner” 
for the commission, he is the executive officer 
always in attendance, and the commission 
must necessarily depend upon him toa large 
degree for that accuracy, honesty, and fair- 
ness of procedure which are vital to the 
integrity of the civil service system. 

It is only a tribute to the importance of 
this position that an effort has been made by 
certain. political forces to have it filled by 
some person who would lend himself to.an 
“easy ” and accommodating administration 
of the law in the interest of those political 
forces. There has been a rumor indeed that 
the mayor might dictate such an appoint- 
ment and that the commission might submit 
te such dictation. Neither the mayor nor the 
commission has, however, given any public 
justification for such a rumor, arid its accu- 
racy is in no way to be assumed. [ft is to 
be assumed instead that the mayor will leaye 
the selection of the secretary where the law 


, 


places in the hands of the commission 
itself—and that even if interference were 
attempted by the executive, the commission 
would respectfully insist upon its own right 
and legal duty to act independently. 

The question arises, however, as to 
whether the commission might not wisely 
apply its own rules to the case of its own 
secretaryship. Might it not well fill the 
office by competitive examination, in ac- 
cordance with regular civil service prin- 
ciples?, Such action would advertise the 
commission's fidelity to those principles, and 
would obviate any charge of contradictory 
ab ge at the fountain head of civil serv- 

ice administration. 

_ ‘There are important possible advantages. 
attaching to the method of direct appoint- 
ment in the municipal service, but our se- 
curity lies rather in further perfecting and 
in faithfully applying the civil service plan. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, the 
commission will certainly be acting not only 
in a defensible but in an eminently fitting 
manner if it shall adopt the civil service 
method in selecting its own secretary.

Of course there is some feeling, too, at 
Copenhagen and at Christiania in connection 
with. the more than unfriendly manner ir 
which the Swedish royal family hastened to 
remove every vestige of furniture, even down 
to the “* batterie de cuisine,” from the royal 
palace at Christiania, leaving to the young 
king and queen nothing but an absolutely 
dismantled building with bare walls on their 
arrival, a fact which was all the more re- 
sented when it Is borne in mind that King 
Haakon is, through his mother, a grandson 
of the late King Charles XV. of Sweden and 
a grandnephew, therefore, of King Oscar. 

I may add that the new king and queen of 
Sweden have no country seat of any kind in 


| Norway, their sole abode being the royal 


palace at Christiania. To remedy this want 
one of the richest mine owners In Norway 
has announced his intention of presenting to 
the crown for the use of the reigning family 
his beautiful and palatial chateau and coun- 
try seat known as Feldheim.

The election of Lord Wicklow as a represen- 
tative peer of Ireland serves to recall the fact 
that his earldom has been the subject of one 
of the most remarkable peerage cases in mod- 
ern times. In March, 1869, the fourth earl 
of Wicklow died without male issue, and on 
his demise Charles Francis Howard, son of 
his younger brother by the latter’s second 
marriage, was recognized officially as the 
fifth earl, but soon found his title to the hon- 
ors and estates contested by a claimant who 
furnished a certain amount of testimony to j 
prove that he was a son of the new earl’s 
elder half brother. 

It is perfectly true that the fifth earl had 
had an elder half brother of the name of 
William George Howard, a dissipated anid 
disreputable individual, always in straitened 
circumstances, who had died tn 1864, leaving 
a widow of the maiden name of Rich- 
ardson, and of questionable antecedents. 
His marriage to her was always understood 
to have been childless until her alleged son 
appeared upon the scene as a claimant to the 
Wicklow earldom and estates.

After lengthy and costly proceedings the 
house of lords eventually decided against the 
claimant on testimony being furnished of the 
fact that he had been born in the workhouse 
at Liverpool as a foundling, and had been 
purchased there from his real mother by Mrs. 
William George Howard. The evidence went 
on to show that Mrs. Howard had never given 
birth to a child. With a view of confirming 
or disproving this, she was asked to satisfy 
the physicians appointed for the purpose by 
the house of lords whether or not she had 
been a mother. But she absolutely declined 
to submit to any examination, and was, in 
consequence thereof, committed to prison for 
contempt. There she remained for a consid- 
erable time, the case going, meanwhile, 
against her pseudo son. Ultimately she was 
set at liberty, and to this day it remains a 
mystery as to why she and her confederates 
should have escaped subsequent prosecution 
for the conspiracy and flagrant perjury of 
which they undoubtedly had been guilty in 
connection with the affair. *

The present Lord Wicklow is about 27 years 
of age, is married to the youngest daughter 
of the duke of Abercorn, served in South 
Africa during the war, and makes his home 
at Shelton abbey, which has been in the pos- 
session of his family ever since its foundation 
by Dr. Ralph Howard, president of the Royal 
College of Physictans at Dublin, In the seven- 
teenth century. The doct son was the 
bishop of Elphin, and his grandson was the 
first Lord Wicklow. Shelton abbey, as its 
name Implies, formerly belonged to the 
church, a monastery for Cistercian monks 
having been established there some 700 years 
ago by Theobold Fitzwalter. But few tracss 
of the abbey remain, though the present 
building, which is about two centuries old, 
was constructed with the idea of embodying 
the ancient charactér of the abbey which had 
once occupied the site. .It sheltered the un- 
fortunate King James II. after the battle of 
the Boyne, and is situated in that vale of 
Avoca which was the favorite theme of Ire- 
land’s most famous poet, Thomas Moore.

Every American who has visited London 
knows those squares, and crescents, and 
streets, and places distinguished by the name 
of ‘*‘ Lowndes.”’ But few, doubtless, have ever 
inquired as to the origin of the name. It comes 
to them from the Lowndes family, the chief 
of which has just died at an advanced old 
age, unmarried, and known to but few as! 
one of the greatest ground landlords of the 
British metropolis, where his real estate hol4d- 
ings and the wealth which he derived there- 
from were on a par with those of the duke of 
Westminster. 

William Lowndes came to his enormous 
riches through inheritance. His familly 
hailed from Buckinghamshire, and it seems 
that some two centuries or so ago one of his 
ancestors was approached by one of his fellow: 
land owners in Buckinghamshire one day and 
asked whether, as a special:favor, he would 
let him have a parcel of his land In the 
county needed to round off his estate there, 
taking in exchange some property which he 
owned in what was then the village cf 
Knightsbridge, near London. The Squire 
Lowndes of the day complied with the re- 
quest more from motives of good nature than 
with any idea of making a profitable deal, as 
in those days there seemed but little prospect 
of Knightsbridge ever being anything than 
a mere village. Today it is the most fashion- 
able and certainly the most expensive dis- 
trict of London, and the.ground, which, in 
olden times, was a coppice which supplied the 
abbot and the monastery of Westminster with 
wood and fuel, is now occupied by some of 
the grandest houses in London. 

The late William Lowndes spent almost his 
entire life at his place in Buckinghamshire, 
where he was known and loved as the 
* squire,’ and where he was famed as the 
kindliiest and most generous of landlords, con- 
tenting himself with the rdle of county mag- 
istrate and deputy lieutenant, although, with 
his wealth, and especially with the political 
influence which he could have commanded 
as one of the gfeat ground landlords of Lon- 
don, he might have played a — and 
notable part in public affairs.

INTERSTATE COMMISSION 
ASKS FOR MORE POWER. 


Annual Report Urges Congress to 
Confer Authority to Remedy 
Existing Railroad Abuses. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
The annual report of the interstate com- 
merce commission, made public today, calls 
attention to the necessity for certain amend- 


; ments and additions to the present act to 


regulate commerce and sets forth the gen- 
eral reasons for proposed amendments con- 
tained in the form of a bill which has been 
submitted to the senate committee on inter- 
state commerce. 

The most important amendment is deléga- 
tion of authority to the commission to de- 
termine what rate should be substituted for 
the future in place of one found, after full 
hearing, to be unlawful, with the further 
provision that the order of the commission 
prescribing such substituted rate shall take 
effect within a reasonable time unless va- 
cated or set aside by judicial proceedings.

The report discusses refrigeration charges 
at length, declaring that an exorbitant icing 
charge or of discrimination in refrigeration 
charges are precisely as serious as the same 


+ kind of extortion or discrimination would be 


in the transportation charge itself. / 

It is not recommended at this time tha‘ 
the carriers should be prohibited from us- 
ing private cars or from employing the own- 
ers of such cars — the icing service 
if they find that course to their advantage, 
but the commission does recommend that 
these charges should be put on the same 
basis as all other freight charges, so far as 
they can be.

A poll of the senate has been taken, and 
only one democrat— , Louisiana— 
has stated he will vote with the republicans, 
who are a unit for ratification. The preside 
has been sending for democrats who seem 
open to conviction, but he has failed to make 
recruits. Senator Rayner [Maryland], with 
whom he talked for some time a few days 
ago, has announced he will vote against the 
treaty. 

Thie does not mean, however, that Amer- 
ican intervention in the island will cease. A 
joint resolution has been prepared, and ap- 
proved by the president, approving the action 


‘taken during. the last eight months and pro- 


viding for its continuance. The treaty re- 


quires approval by two-thirds of the senate. - 


The joint resolution calle for passage by a 
majority in each house. As a party measure 


+ republicans in both houses will vote solidly 


for it. The administration is loath to pursue 
this course, although in the case of Cuba 
there is a precedent for it. In the interests 
of both Santo Domingo and the United States 
it ie deemed far there should be a 
treaty of authority for american interven- 


tion.

Status Quo to Be Maintained. 

A joint resolution would not, of onan 
be subject to approval by the 
government, though, in order that the Do- 
minican people may be satisfied, an effort 
may be-made to secure the passage of a simi- 
lar resolution by their legislators. In a way 
the status quo will be maintained. Amer- 
ican officers, with the consent of the Do- 
minican government, will continue to col- 
lect customs and American warships will be 
maintained in Dominican waters to prevent 
the seizure of customs houses or injury to 
American interests through a revolution. 

It is a question; hewever, whether Do- 
minican politicians, or; rather, the Domin- 
ican people, will be satisfied with an inter- 
vention which is not authorized by treaty. 
It is no longer a secret that the Horasista, 
as the party of Horacio Velasquez is known, 
which absolutely dominates the situation, 
has served an ultimatum on the United 
States that unless modified in important par- 
ticulars the treaty will be rejected by the 
Dominican legislature. Twenty of twenty- 
four members of the legislature are Horasis- 
tas, every member of the cabinet is a Hora- 
sista. There is no doubt the threat can be 
made good, and in consequence the treaty 
is to receive modifications. The extent of 
American intervention is to be limited, as, 
under the amendment proposed by the Do- 
minicans, intervention cannot lawfully take 
place unless in compliance with the request 
of the Dominican congress.

Scope of Intervention the Rub. 


Under theloriginal treaty the United 
States might intervene upon request of the 
Dominican government, which meant only 
that the president was authorized to interfere 
whenever he deemed it necessary. As amend- 
ed by the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions, the United States alone determined 
when, and to what extent, it should interfere. 
Now the Dominican congress will decide this 
important question. There are other amend- 
ments which it is proposed to make to the 
treaty, in the hope it will lessen opposition in 
the senate here and cause its prompt ratifica- 
tion by the legislature in Santo Domingo. 

President Roosevelt, in the message he sent 
to the senate with the treaty, made it clear 
that the intervention he favored came within 
the scope of¥he Monroe doctrine. But this 
is not the opin ip of the democrats or of many 
republicans, and they showed their dissent 
from the president’s views by striking out all 
reference to the Monroe doctrine, which was 
made in the original treaty. It is proposed 
by some senators to go on record as disap- 
proving the expansion of the Monroe doctrine 
made by the president. Senator . Rayner 
states he will make a lengthy speech in re- 
gard to the doctrine, and othe? democrats will 
follow his example.

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LEAGUE LEARNS OF WORK

National Body Holds Annual Meeting 
in Milwaukee — Secretary Bona- 
parte Not Pres@t—Campaign Re- 
sults in West Outlined by Speakers. 


Milwaukee, Wis., 
fifth annual meeting of the National Civil 
Service Reform’ league, which opened here 
today, was marked by the absence of Secre- 
tary of the Navy Bonaparte, who was to have 
been the-principal speaker. It is the first 
time since the league was formed that Mr. 
Bonaparte was not presept at the opening 
of the convention. ; 

President Charles R. Van Hise of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin welcomed the gather- 
ing... He said the wonderful progress in the 
reform of the civil service which has been 
accomplished during the last twenty-five 
years has been largely due to this national 
organization. Only this year two states in 
the middle west—lIllinois and Wisconsin— 
have joined the list of those who have adopt- 
ed civil service reform. The dominance of 
the civil service reform movement in this 
nation, he said, is certain, .

Mr. W. B. Moulton, president of the Illinois 
state commission, said that Illinois has con- 
tributed no little energy in behalf of the ad- 
vancement of civil service reform, the center 
of activity being loeated in Chicago. The 
city law, he said, covers about 9,600 em- 
ployés, practically all of the city service. 
The state association has gradually in- 
creased its membership throughout the state.

Conducted by the School of 
Domestic Arts and Science of Chicago 


HE students’ auxiliary of the Sohool 
of Domestic Arts and Science gave its 
first reception on Wednesday to the 
students of the term just ending. 

Pretty girls and young matron 
joined together in making the afternoon one 
of enthusiasm and interest. Pretty hats and 
delicate lingerie waists, the product of the 
echoolrooms, were in evidence everywhere, 
and the tea table displayed some of the ef- 
ficiency of the cookery department. 

Young women who have finished their 
school courses are finding the manual work 
at the school a splendid balance wheel to 
the overexcitement of social life. 

Miss Lyford, director of the cookery do- 
mestic science department, gave a short 
“on “greenspan of sandwiches for luncheons 
and teas. 


ae 

Probably Lord Bandwich had no vision 
of pink teas when he commended his chef 
for so arranging his meat between slices of 
bread that the excitement of the hunt need 
not be interrupted for prosaic eating. Neith- 
er did he expect that this simple device would 
hand down his name to posterity. 

The lecturer explained the various kinds 
of bread used, white, graham, and steamed 
brown bread, showed the simple method of 
cutting the bread lengthwise of the laf in- 
stead of across, and showed how much bet- 
ter it cut that way for this purpose. Cream- 
ing the butter made the task of spreading 
easier and better, and then a variety of 
shapes were accomplished by simple means— 
square, oblong, round, crescent, triangle 
while fancier cutters may be obtained for 
especial occasions. 

The fillings were of both sweet and tart 
variety, some with cream cheese, some with 
mayonnaise. One combination of dates and 
mayonnaise was both delicious and nutri- 
tious, another sweet was chopped candied 
cherries and raisins, another was a harlequin 
sandwich of brown bread and white combined 
with cream cheese and butter; the color 
effect is sometimes increased in coloring the 
butter with spinach greem 

A tart sandwich good with coffee was made 
of creamed butter, chopped pickle, chopped 
olives, and pimentos; the ingredients of the 
filling were all mixed before spreading. Hear- 
ere were cautioned against making sand- 
wiches not easily handled, with too soft 
fillings or so thick as not to hold well to- 
gether. When made ahead of time they 
should be wrapped in paraffin paper or @ 
moist cloth. -

At the end of the demonstration Mrs, Lyn- 
den HBvans spoke to the etudents concerning 
the founding and maintenance of the school. 
The idea that a woman should be as carefully 
trained for the care of the home as a man 
is to support it was received with enthual- 
asm, and also the statement that equality 
between men and women lies not in the bal- 
lot, but In their ability to perform their vari- 
ous duties with equal efficiency.

HARVARD ASKS DELAY. 


Meeting of the Committee Sched- 
uled for Today Postponed 
One Week. 


Information that the meeting scheduled 
to take place in Philadelphia today of the 
intercollegiate committee on football rules 
had been postponed for a week was sent 
out from Philadelphia yesterday. Harvard 
asked for the postponement. 

It Is understood other members of the com- 
mittee regretted the postponement but could 
mot well refuse to accede to Harvard's re- 
quest. The future of the game at Cambridge, 
it was explained, depended on the thorough~ 
mess of the revision, and the Harvard au- 
thorities wanted more time to consider. 

Walter Camp, the Yale sage, was one of 
those disappointed at the postponement of 
today’s meeting. He takes the stand that

Opposed a Former Change. 

“The players and the other legislators felt

willing to adopt it tentatively tn case I would 
withdraw the request if by the end of Oc- 
tober it proved impracticable. By that time 
it was an assured success. 

“Let me make perfectly clear what I think 
about this ten yard rule, as it seems to me to 
be important that every one interested should 
understand the situation. A team is now re- 
quired to gain five yards in three attempts or 
forfeit the ball. The proposition is that it 
must gain just double that distance in the 
Same number of attempts. Mass, tandem, 
and formation plays are at the best figured 
on. to net six yards in the three downs; 
hence a team must do one of two things, 
either open the game by making longer runs 
or else kick the ball, which means that the 
heavy hammering plays defeat themselves. 


Bound to Open the Game. 


“Tt has been argued this will mean simply 
@ kicking game, that if a team has some 
Gifficulty now in gaining its five yards in 
three downs it cannot possibly be expected 
to gain ten yards in three downs. That is 
just what was argued regarding the original 
five yard rule, and, so far as it goes, may be 
true, but any one who studies it must see 
the value of possession of the ball is thus 
greatly lessened and hence a quarter back 


will do just what we want him to do, namely, | 


take a bigger chance on an open play, be- 
Cause he feels even if he does lose the ballon 
it, his opponents when they secure it will not 
then hammer by short gains of two yards at 
a time straight down for half the fleld toa 
touchdown without losing possession of the 
ball.

“The Yale team this year by practicing 
open plays through the season made its 
execution of these plays far better than they 
have been before and demonstrated just that 
fact, that whatever play is practiced the 
most, whether it be an open play ora forma-_ 
tion play, is brought to its highest pitch of 


“It is probable the enactment of this rule 
would lead to more kicking, but even that 
would be, in the eyes of the public, an im- 
provement on the present close plays. Still 
further, it will make unnecessary roughness 
less possible of concealment. Let it be un- 
Gerstood I am not led ‘by what I have seen 
at Yale, for when we were criticised for such 
close play over a year ago it will be remem- 
Dered at that time I advocated the ten yard 
rule, and since then we have practically 
Gemonstrated on our own field and in sev- 
eral of our contests this year that a more 
open play was quite effective. Further- 
more, as to accidents, we have been particu- 
larly free at Yale always, and last season 
had only the most trivial ones and never 
have had @ fatal accident since the game was 
taken up in 1876. 


No Tackling Below the Knees. 
“This brings up the question of the other 
part’of the legislation which should be cou- 
pied with the ten yard rule.

Just think 
what an increase of speed this will cause, the 
back can get started before the ball gets to the 
quarter back and the play can be in execution 
while the quarter passes the ball to the runner.”
